Madison and Jefferson. 


The manner in which Mr. Madison has 
commenced his presidential career, while 
it exhibits one stroug point of resemblance 
to the commencement of that of Jefferson, 
may be contrasted with it much to the dis- 
advaniage of the latter. Jefferson was, in 
some important respects, the most adroit 
and successlul FLATTERER OF THE PEO- 
PLE that ever did exist, in any age or na- 
tion, excepting nat even Alcibiades, Casar, 
or Cromwell. Asa political man, it can 
scarcely be deemed uncharitable, it cer- 
tainly will not be considered so by the well 
informed and independent historian of the 
age to come, to pronounce that Popularity 
was the only object of his whole existence. 
Talents of a peculiar cast and character, 
he most unquestionably did possess, and 
exerted them with great ingenuity, as well 
as with indefatigable industry. But there 
was a strange anomaly in Mr. Jefferson’s 
composition, censidcred asa statesman, to 
which public attention has never yet 
been attracted, and a most singular pecu- 
liarity in his political fortunes, to which 
the annals of the human race afford no 
parallel. Every man, in every other coun- 
try, who has acquired great popularity and 
influence, among a civilized and enlight- 
ened people, has been either an orator or 
a soldier, or both. Courage, military sci- 
ence, and the powers of eloquence, have 
been the only passports to political great- 
ness and glory. If exceptions to this gen- 
eral rule have existed, those exceptions 
must have displayed another great quali- 
ty which in Jefferson was totally wanting, 
a judgment solid and profound. Posterity 
will hardly be able to satisfy itself how 
Mr. Jefferson could have been the idol of 
his own time. The werld has never yet 
produced another man of much distinction, 
so entirely deficient in personal bravery, 
and in military and oratorical talents, as 
the late President of the United States,— 


' Of all public speakers he was the most 
that ashington™ Hy a imia speaker, Dut 


he was almost an orator eloguentissimus 
compared with Jefferson. And it will be 
admitted, almost universally, that no man, 
either great or smail, of any nation or of 
any time, could possibly be more destitute 
of every military qualification, than the 
late President. Mr. Jefferson’s fortune, 
then, has been wonderful indeed. Unfor- 
tunately his success will stimulate too 
many of our young men to pursue the 
same path to promotion, and the Colum- 
bian soil will hereafter be excessively pro- 
lific of that mean and miserable class of 
creatures, THE ADORERS OF THE POPU- 
LACE. 

Mr. Jefferson, at the moment of his 
first inauguration, succeeded so admirably 
in his favorite business of popular flattery, 
as even to extort the applause, and almost 
command the confidence, of his most de- 
cided political opponents. He talked in 
such sweet accents of a political region 
flowing with milk and honey, of federalism 
and republicanism, of intolerance as des- 
potic as wicked, of the rights of the minor- 
ity, of angels in the form of kings, and 
dwelt so long and so eloguently—for al- 
though he cannot s/teak, he can write in a 
style resembling eloquence—upon all the 
topics most familiar and most pleasing to 
the mass of the people, that almost every 
one forgot or abandoned his prejudices, 
and seemed ready to pronounce that an 
angel in the farm of a President had been 
sent from the skies to govern the most 
happy and harmonious people upon whom 
the beams of day ever shone. The delu- 
sion Was impressive and extenseve, but it 
lasted only for a moment. 
ture with a fork, says an ancient satirist, 
and she will immediately return upon you. 


The disposition and temper of the man | 


were incapable of concealment for any 
considerable time. Aever can true recon- 
cilement grow where wounds of deadly hate 
have fierced so dech. Magnanimity was 
as alicn to the nature of the man as the 
other estimable qualities which have been 
mentionet. Mr. Madisoncommences his 
carcer, a8 Mr. Jefferson did, with the ap- 
plauses of his political opponents. But 
there is this material and probably per- 
manent difference in the two cases. Mr. 
Jefierson’s momentary popularity reposed 
on mere professions, which the experience 
of a few weeks proved to have been hol- 
juw, imsincere, delusive. Tue TYGER

victims. Mr. Madisonis not a man of 
frrofession, buta man of action, The praise 
which he ts now recciving from these who 
opposed and dreaded his elevation is found- 
ed upon substantial acts of his meipient 
administration, acts, the useful tendencics 
of which are universally felt, and which 
of course are hable to no misinterpreta- 
tion, duplisity, or any species of delusion.

other, and Madison had been but a few 
weeks in office when we knew him by hie 
deeds, and deeds of much moment and u- 
tility.

Glorious Meeting. 


At the recommendation of the General 
Commitice of the Federal Republicans, the 
Federalists assembled this day mn the Cir- 
cus. At half past (2 o’clock the Circus was 
all alive with thousands of people, come 
to recejve the congratulatory report of the 
General committee and adopt certain re- 
solutions. Mr. Hoffman rose’ and ad- 
dressed the meeting in a most eloquent 
and impressive specch of about 20 min- 
utes. He began by informing them, that 
he opened the meeting in compliance with 
a request just received from the General 
Committee, whose wishes he always felt 
himself bound to respect. 

Mr. Hoffman observed that it was not 
then necessary, nor could it be expected 
of him in that place, to enter into a par- 
ticular review of the arbitrary and despotic 
measures of the late national administra- 
tion.. The result of the election, which 
was the subject of present congratulation, 
had stamped them with their true charac- 
ter, and shewn the authors of them that 
the assumed name of exclusive refiudlicans, 
could not always serve to blind the people.

Mr. H. then entered at some length ine 

to the principles which had governed the 

national administration in our internal 

affairs : of which the leading one was an,

from them in political opinion. Thus they 
began their career and thus they had in- 

variably continued it. Every patriot at-

democracy. The last removal had been 
the most cruel and infamous of all: the 
removal of the Adjutant-General. His 
father bad beena soldier in the revolution- 
ary war; the son, inheriting the gallant 
spirit of the father, had blec by the side of 
Wayne; had received a wound in his 
dreast in defending his country against the 
savages wt the Miami, which had shattered 
his constitation. and from which he could 
neverfuliy recover; for which important 
services he had been honored by the pub- 
lic thanks of his grateful fellow-citizens : 
-but alas ! ali could not avail to save him 
‘from the persecution of a party, that pur. 
sued its vietims with the most relentless 
cruelty. He was driven from his office, 
and the governor had the assurance to as- 
“sign for a reason, that he had appealed to 
the laws of his country to redress an at. 
tack on his person. Lastly, a formal in- 
quisition had been openly set on foot in 
this city since the lost election, for the 
purpose of discovering how men had ex- 
ercised the right of suffrage : an imquisi- 
tion, more dangerous to true freedom, to 
real republicanism, than the inquisition in 
Spain had been to the cause of true reli- 
gion. 

Here Mr. H. in the handsomest man- 
ner, acknowledged the serviccs which in 
the late election had been rendered by 
great numbers of those who had formerly 
been opposed to us. Were any such pre- 
sent, he desired them to accept our thanks 


for the past, without considering it as ask- 


ing from them a pledge of future support, 
apy further than their bonest convictions 
wouldleadthem. Federalists sought sup- 
port, only as long as they were believed 
to pursue the best interests of their coun 
try. But so far as they did pursue those 
interests they confidently hoped for the 
approbatiun and support of the honest and 
upright man, of whatever denomination : 
Him they would always hail as a brother 
As for the course to be pursued by the 
Federalists with cegard to their political 
opponents, lie said it would not at any rate 
be a vindictive and persecuting course.— 
Federalists were strangers to that rancor 
ous enmity which had so long and so dis- 
gracefully marked the steps of their oppo- 
hents. They were animated with nobler 
views than a mere struggle for office and 
persenal aggrandizement. It was their 
creed that every citizen was entitled to e- 
qual protection in hiy political as well as 
civil rights and they would be found toact 
up toit. It was high time that persecu- 
tion should cease : if it did not there was 
an end of our republican form of govern- 
ment. The father of his ficofle was no 
persecutor.—In this. respect, then, as in 
all others, let Pederalists prove themselves 
to be what they always avow, the discifles 
and followers of W aAsHinGTon.

I shall endeavor to pro- 
mote the good cause of republicanism, to 
the extent of my abilities. 1 donot mean 
that species of republeanism, which, un- 
der the direction of a French executive di- 
rectory; has in a short time enslaved al- 
most all Europe, and well nigh destroyed 
the liberties of my native country; but I 
mean tnat kind of republicanism, which 
animated the breasts of my forefathers and 
their compatriots, in their struggles for 
independence, under the guidance of their 
beloved WasuHineTon.

lic money.” 

Much conversation and some debate took 
place between Messrs. Eppes, J. G. Jackson, 
Randolph, Macon, W. Alston, Taylor, Lyon 
aud Gardinier, on the various modifications and

Latest News from England. 


New-York, May 29. 
Intelligence from London three days later

Vigo has surrendered to the Anglo Span- 
ish forces. 
No confirmation of the report that hostil- 

ities had commenced between Irance 

and Austria is given in these papers. 
Lonpow, April |3. 
Extract from a. Letter dated Stockholm: 
March 24,8 P. M. 

The king has this afternoon been re- 
moved under a strong escort fram Dort- 
mingholm to Gripsholm, a Palace about 
45 English miles from Stockholm. He 
vas hitherto ben kept closely confined, 
and has not been permitted to see the 
Queen, 

About 600 Cossacks, who had come o- 
ver from Aland Greslehamm, being @ part 
of the army who Rad taken the, former 
islaud, were onthew march to Stockholm, 
when they were met by a flag of truée in 
the name of Duke Charles, and an armis- 
tice Was immediately signed to wait the 
Emperor of Russia’s answer. 

By two Gottenburgh mails which arri- 
ved last night, we have received intelli- 
gence from that place to the Ist inst. and 
from Stockholm to the 25thult. The 
report of the rising of the Dalecarlians, 
for the purpose of effecting the liberation 
of their dethroned and imprisoned Mon- 
arch, appears altogether unworthy of cred- 
it. ‘The unfortunate Gustavus has been 
transferred to a tortress fifteen Ieagues 
more remote from his capital, where he 
continues closely confined, and all inter- 
course between him and his Queen is 
carefully prevented. The Duke of Suder- 
mania exercises the functions of royalty 
with uncontrouled power, and Adlersparre, 
who first gave the signal for insurrection, 
is arrived at Stockholm with a division of 
the western army. The inhabitants are 
stated to have conferred upon these troops 
every possible mark of approbation and 
regard. 

it appears that the Russians had made 
considerable progress in their operations, 
when a flag of truce was sent by the Duke 
of Sudermania, proposing an armistice. 
The proposal was acceded to, the armis- 
tice concluded, and the terms dispatched 
by the Russian General to the Emperor 
Alexander. Whether Swedenis to enjoy 
tranquility, and we are to be excluded 
from the Swedish ports, will, however de- 
pend upon the decision of Bonaparte, to 
whom the question of peace or war is ul- 
timately referred. 

We understand that an unhappy differ- 
ence has arisen between Admiral Lord 
Crambier and Rear. Adm-ral Hervey The 
lattemis in consequénce come home in the 
Fonnant, and will strike his flag. 

At !1 o'clock this morning a Gazette 
Extraordinary was published, containing 
official details of the surrender of Vigo to 
the gallant peasantry of Gallicia, and the 
complete reduction of the Island of Mar- 
tinique. Vigo capitulated on the 27th of 
of March. The garrison were allowed to 
march out of the forts with the honors of 
war to the Glacis, where they surrendered 
themselves prisoners of war, and were to 
be conducted to an English port. They 
consisted of 46 officers, 958 inferior officers 
and privates fit for duty, 300 sick; total 
1304 men. The captors found 447 hor- 
ses, 62 carriages, Covered waggons, and 
carts ; and the military chest, containing 
117,133 francs in French specie. 





LiveRpoot, April 15. 

A variety of accounts have been receiv- 
ed from Spain during the present week, 
but none perhaps which can be implicitly 
depended on, The news which has arri- 
ved is very various in its complexion, some 
of the details being highly encouraging, 
and others very unfavorable to the patriot- 
ic cause ; but unhappily that part of the 
intelligence which has the greatest appear- 
ance of authenticity, is the most disastrous 
The Sp«nish army in Catalonia, it appears 
has been exposed since the fall of Saragos- 
sa, to the whole of that part of the edemy’s 
force which had been released from the 
arduous duties of that protracted siege — 
This force having been strengly reinforced, 
has attacked the patriotic army and com- 
pletely routed it; the consequence of 
which is, that the French will obtain undis- 
turbed possession of the fertile province of 
Valencia, where their various and pressing 
wants may be amply supplied. 

To counterbalance this misfortune, we 
are informed that the Gallicians are agein 
roused from their torpor, and are acting 
with such energy, that the enemy can 
hardly maimaip his footing in that prov- 
ince. From other parts of the north the 
accounts are not less fuvorable. Disputch- 
es have becn received by our government, 
announcing that the port of Vigu has been 
taken by the united English and Spaniards, 
with 1500 prisoners, and a large quantuty 
of stores. In the South, no despondency 
appears either in the people or the gov- 
ernment. The Seville Gazette contains 
some spirited observations on the conduct 
of the French, and the present state of
